"As in the case of reductions in em- 


ployment the effects of smaller pav- 
rolls are intensified by the uneven 
course of the downward movement 
Payrolls wero higher than they were 
last July ID the cement mills, the 
brick yards and the planing mills, all 
of which manufacture supplies for 
the building industry. The lood in- 
dustries also continue stable. At the 
same time payrolls have been cut 
more than 50 per cent in the iron and 
steel mills and the cotton factories. 


None of the textiles has escaped 


reductions but the carpet and rug 
factories are in the best position !n 
this group with a drop of twenty-two 
per cent in total wage payments 
Knitting, woolen and silk workers 
have found payrolls lower by more 
than 25 per cent. 


Among the metals similar reduc- 


tions have taken place since last year 
in hardware, stamped ware, tools and 
cutlery, stoves, agricultural imple- 
ments and railroad equipment in ad- 
dition to that in iron and steel. 


A few metal industiies are hold- 


ing up so well as to offset part of the 
decline. 
Electrical apparatus, sil- 


verware and Jewelry and structural 
Iron, while below last year, are in j 
food position. Structural iron, and 
to some extent electrical equipment, 
are affected by the building industry, 
as is the manufacture of steam and 
hot water heating systems which is 
fairly active. Declines appeared in 
all these industries In July, however, 
except in the structural iron plants. 


Because the metals and the tex- 


tiles have the widest swing. It is pos- 
sible to overlook the smaller but im- 
portant decreases in other lines. All 
the leather products industries, the 
p«per mills, the furniture and piano 
factories' and the flats factories have 
ill felt the effects of the market. 


Although the men's clothing shops 


have been coming back rather well 
and the women's 
underwear fac- 


tories are in a relatively good posi 
tlon, the women's clothing 
shops

Washington, D. C., Aug. 29. — The 


people ol the United States are show- 
ing an increased interest in zoning to 
control the use, height and area of 
buildings in -various districts of their 
communities, and in consequence zon- 
ing laws have been enacted or are be- 
ing considered by nearly every stata 
in the Union. 
The first step is to 


adopt a state zoning enabling act af- 
ter which the authorities of the cities, 
towns, borough, villages or other 
municipalities may adopt zoning ordi- 
nances to fit local conditions. 


Thirteen of the states that have en- 


acted zoning legislation since Jan- 
uary 1, 1923, have used all or a sub- 
stantial portion of "A Stanard State 
Zoning Enabling Act," which was 
prepared by the Advisory Committee 
on Zoning of the Department of Com- 
merce to serve as a model for those 
desiring to introduce zoning legisla- 
tion in their states. 
The great care 


used in the preparation of the Stand- 
ard Act had much to do with its fa- 
vorable reception. 


During 1925 the legislatures of 3t 


states will meet, most of them early 
in January, and it is expected that 
zoning 
legislation 
will 
occupy a 


prominent place on the legislative cal- 
endars. In nine of these states which 
have not as yet passed zoning legis- 
lation, \arious groups plan to have 
zoning enabling acts considered early 
in the sessions. 
In some of the other 


25 states, which now have zoning 
laws, plans are being made to extend 
the application of their acts since 
they grant the prnilege of zoning 
only to single cities or specific groups. 


With 41 new municipalities report- 


ed since January 1, 1924, the num- 
ber of zoning ordinances now in ef- 
fect throughout the United States 
totals 261. 
In addition the City of 


Boston adopted a comprehensive or- 
dinance while Omaha, Nebraska, re- 
vised its comprehensive ordinance.

tain Oook were popular reading dur 
ing the early years of American in- 
dependence. It may be that '-Is word 
"sea-bears" was the lure that started 
the first follower in the wake of th 
Resolution. 
Certain it is that before 


the close of the Eighteenth century 
bold Yankee mariners from New Lon 
don, 
Stonlngton, and other Long Is 


and sound ports had begun to reap 
the harvest of fur-seals skins at South 
Georgia. 


When the supply of lucrative fur- 


•eals first began to fail, the other 
amphibious monsters 
mentioned by 


Cook, the sea-elephants, were forced 
to pay the costs of the ruthless voy- 
•fers. The sea-elephant is the larg- 
est of seals, and Is thickly Invested 
with blubber which yields an oil lit- 
tle inferior to the product of the 
•perm whale; hence, "elephant hunt 
leg" became an Important industry at 
most of the subintarctlc islands. In 
many of it« haunts the species was 
•oon exterminated, and, although at 
South Georgia It still persists, its days 
•re numbered unless absolute protec- 
tion be soon enforced. 


But the tale of human Industry at 


, the barren Isle is not yet told, and 
the latest development already o-rer- 
•bado*i a century of sealing. " Eight- 
een years ago Norwegian seafarers, 
vikings still, found a field unspoiled 
by the bloody dynasty of their Amer- 
icmn predecessors, and they have made 
South Georgia the headquarters of the 
greatest whale fishery on ecrth.

An animal coming out of the 
sea Is obviously not contented on a 
lonely shore. It wanders about nerv- 
ously between brief resting periods 
and soon returns to the water per- 
haps feeling that it must find some 
one to quarrel with. 


A sea-elephant, when landing, crawls 


slowly up the strand, stopping to let 
the waves break over It and taking 
advantage of e?ery swell to aid its 
progress. 
When it has reached the 


upper beach it rises to Its full height 
nnd reconnoltera ; then, proceeding a
